Pacific Railroad are Francis Barwer, of 
New York, J. H. Mn nd, of Nebraska, J. 

Hanuson, of 
Indiana, and Joun A. Treserrs, of Connec- 
ticut, These gentlemen have just made a 
report to the Government, which would in- 
dicate that they are the representatives rather 
of the Union Pacific stockholders than of the 
Government.
